en home. 
Mr. ^Tompkins called the 
fire department and just as they were 
about to start for the fire, the alarm 
sounded. 
The firemen are of the opinion that 
the blaze had been smoldering for 
some time and finally burst through 
the 
roof. Several pieces of furni­ 
ture were removed but the flames had 
gained such headway that it was al­ 
most impossible to enter the house. 
The most damage was done in the 
center of the house, directly over the 
closet and spreading out 
from it. 
Because of this the firemen think the 
fire started there. 
The furniture which was not dam­ 
aged by fire was damaged with wa­ 
ter and Mr. Kitchen's Joss will be 
heavy although it was insured.

Probably the oldest 
copy of the 
VV eekly Republican iii Rush county is 
the property 
of S. B. Laughlin 
of 
Milroy. 
It was printed on Wednes- 
day, June 26, 1861. 
The paper is 
almost perfectly preserved and is be­ 
ginning to grow yellow from age only 
in a few places. 
The sheet is a very unique one. It 
is very different from the Republican 
today in that many advertisements 
as well as the publishers subscrip­ 
tion rates appear on the front page. 
The editor and publisher at that time 
was Andrew Hall. 
Mr. Laughlin prizes the paper es­ 
pecially because five of the seven 
columns of the front page are devot­ 
ed to an article written by him con­ 
cerning a trip which he made through 
western Texas in the fall of 
1860. 
The company 
consisted 
of C. A. 
Laughlin, the brother of the writer, 
the writer himself, Mr. Magoffin, pro­ 
prietor of the train, Mr. Norton of 
San Antonio, Texas, twenty-one Mex­ 
icans, twelve teamsters, the driver 
of the ambulance, and seven herds­ 
men, whose duty it was to herd the 
mule-. 
It required thirty-eight days 
for the party to travel from San An­ 
tonio to El Paso, Texas. 
The train which 
the Milroy man 
traveled with consisted of 
twelve 
road wagons, drawn by ten mules and 
each bearing about two tons. 
Be­ 
sides the 120 mules used in pulling 
the wagons, fifty were taken along to 
be used iii cases of emergency or in 
ease some were stolen. 
The ambu­ 
lance was taken along to haul any 
member of the party who chanced to 
thke sick and to carry the 
lighter 
^provisions. 
— 
.Til the first 
column .of the 
paper 
where, newspapers of today carry 
their best story of the day are pro­ 
fessional aud 
business 
cards. 
In 
that column appear the much famil­ 
iar names as Leonidas Sexton, a t­ 
torney and counsellor; 
George *C. 
Clark, attorney and counsellor at 
law: 
William O. Sexton, 
attorney 
and counsellor at 
law*; 
Jefferson 
Helm, Jr.. attorney at law and coun­ 
sellor: 
Dr. Marshall Sexton; 
I. N. 
Harris, dentist, and 
II. A. Norris, 
dentist. 
In the same column is the 
name of Miss Hattie Hendrick, who 
advertises that she was a 
mantua 
maker. 
Mantua is a kind of silk or 
a woman’s cloak or mantle which is 
not in general 
use now. 
The issue was published shortly 
after the outbreak of the civil war, 
when the people of the North were 
beginning to argue the question and 
those iii Indiana who 
sympathized 
with the South were brave enough to 
hold meetings. 
The question of se­ 
cession was a live issue at this time 
as is evidenced from the following 
editorial from the Republican:

Text of the Lesson, Ezra i, 1-11; ii, 64- 
70—Memory Verses, i, 3, 4—Golden 
Text, Mio. vii, 18— Commentary Pre­ 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


As we turn to the story of the re 
turn from Babylon some words come 
to mind such as these: “Every pur­ 
pose of the Lord shall be performed,** 
“Whatsoever the Lord pleased I lint 
did He,” “He worketh all things after 
the counsel of His own will” (Jcr. ii, 
29; Ps. cxxxv, 0; Eph. i. ll). 
Compare 
the 
previous 
chapter, 
verses 21, 22, aud the words of the 
Lord Jesus iii Luke xxiv, 41. “All 
things must be fulfilled which were 
written in the taw of Moses and in 
the prophets and in the psalms con­ 
cerning Me.’ 
-ill the predictions con­ 
cerning the captivity of Israel and 
Judah were fulfilled, and now under 
Ezra aud Nehemiah the predictions 
concerning the return from captivity 
are to be fulfilled, Cod controlling the 
hearts of kings to bring it about. Just 
as surely shall all predictions concern­ 
ing a still future restoration be ful­ 
filled, and they shall then be plucked 
up no more nor see evil any more. 
Neither shall they weep any more 
(Amos ix, lo; Zeph. iii, lo; Isa. xxx, 
19). 
The Lord shall be their everlast­ 
ing light, and the days of their mourn­ 
ing shall be ended (Isa. lx, 20). 
He is quite able to accomplish all 
that Ile has purposed, and it is our 
privilege to walk with Him and see 
Him do it. 
If we are abiding in Him 
He may use us, but Ile will work out 
His eternal purpose, and Ile cannot 
fail nor be discouraged (Eph. iii, ll; 
Isa. xiii, 4». 
He may use a Cyrus or 
Darius, an Ezra or a Nehemiah, but 
He is ever saying, “I will work, and 
who shall hinder it?” 
(Isa. xiii!, 13.) 
Cyrus is one of the seven men men­ 
tioned by name before they were born. 
Isaiah speaks of him as God's chosen 
one over 150 years before he came on 
earth (Isa. xliv, 28; xiv, IT), just as 
Josiah was mentioned by name and 
some things that he would do about 
300 years before be was born (I Kings 
xiii, 2; II Kings xxiii, 15-17). How in­ 
spiring are the words, “I am God, and 
there is none else; I am God, and 
there is none like Me, declaring the 
end from the beginning, and from an­ 
cient times tile things that are not yet 
done, saying, My counsel shall stand, 
and 
I 
will 
do 
all 
My 
pleasure.” 
“Known unto God are all His works 
from the beginning of the world” (Isa. 
xlvi, 9-11; Acts xv, IS). 
It was the Lord who stirred up the 
spirit of Cyrus, the king, to send Ezra 
and tho neonle back to Jerusalem to 


the aouse or the Lord God of 
Israel, and it was Ile who stirred up 
the hearts of all 
who went back 
(verses I, 5). 
Gyrus acknowledged 
that it was the Lord God of heaven 
who had made him ruler over the 
kingdoms 
of 
this 
world 
and 
had 
charged him to build the house at 
Jerusalem (verses 2-4), and he called 
for volunteers to go up aud do this, 
commanding those who did not go to 
help in every way those who went. 
It is all important to notice this, for 
the church seems to have forgotten it 
and is giving itself up to schemes of 
every kind to draw money from peo­ 
ple who are not interested and who 
have no part in the Lord’s work, not 
being children of God. 
Notice in Ex. 
xxxv, 5-29; xxxvi, 7, that the ma­ 
terial for the tabernacle had to ba 
willingly offered, and they brought so 
abundantly that Moses had to ask 
them to stop bringing, as more than 
enough had i 
ie in for all the work. 
Concerning the temple, David said, 
“I have prepared v. I * h all my might 
for the house of my God. because I 
have set my affection to the ! use of 
my God.” 
Ile also said, “Who am i, 
aud what is my people that we shun. I 
be able-to offer so willingly after this 
sort, for all things come of Thee, and 
of Thine own have we given Thee” 
(I Chron, xxix. 2. 3-14). 
A willing 
mind is everything, and God asks no 
one to give or to do that which He 
does not give them the ability to give 
or do (ll Cor. viii, 12; I Pet. iv, ll). 
The love of Christ is the one con­ 
straining power. 
Think of the 5,400 vessels of goM 
and silver which had been seventy 
j-ears in the hands of the enemy, now 
about to be restored to Jerusalem 
(verses 7-11)! 
Notice also the nearly 
50,000 people (verses 64-G5), and con-I 
sider the restoration that is to be from 
all lands, l>oth before and after the 
coming of the Messiah in glory, that 
Israel may blossom and bud aud fill 
the face of the earth with fruit (Ezek. 
xxxvi, 24, 25; Isa. lx. 9; xxvii, G; Es. 
lxvii. 1-7). 
Iii chapter ii, 59-02, we see the ne 
cessity of being oil the books and can 
understand better the force of Luke 
x, 20; Rev. xx, 15. 
If not registered 
on the Lamb's book of life there is no 
kingdom 
for 
us. 
But 
“whosoever 
will” may take the water of life free­ 
ly, and “him that cometh” shall not 
be cast out, so that all who have 
heard may he registered if willing. 
Vessels suggest people, for we are 
Spoken of as earthen vessels, and ves­ 
sels meet for the Master’s use (ll Cor. 
iv, 7; ll Tim. ii. 21), and we must be 
as content to be earthen as to be sil­ 
ver or gold, to be second sort as well 
as first (chapter i. IO, ll). 
Theu in 
verse 9 we read of nine and twenty 
knives, and cutting tilings abound on 
all sides, all for our good, aud to man­ 
ifest in these mortal bodies the life of 
Jesus Christ (Rom. vili. 28, 29).

Personal belief in the Bible as the 
divinely inspired word of God is an 
absolute 
essential 
to 
faith 
in 
the 
Christian religion. 
Ile who doubts or 
denies that the Bible is the infallible 
word of God has no sure foundation 
upon which to rest his faith. 
It is 
therefore a matter of profound satis­ 
faction and worthy the deepest grati­ 
tude to God that the proofs of the in­ 
spiration of the scriptures are so com­ 
prehensive and so convincing. 
In no 
heart need there be any doubt. 
“The 
testimonies of tile Lord are sure.” 
The Bible claims to be the divinely 
Inspired word of God. 
This claim is 
made for both tile Old and New TeS 
tamer.t scriptures 
“Thus saith the 
Lord” is a very common preface to 
the words of the Old Testament by 
the writers themselves. 
New Testa­ 
ment writers also ascribe inspiration 
to the Old Testament. 
Of these writ­ 
ings it is said, "Holy men of God 
spake as 
they were moved by 
the 
Holy Ghost.” 
Paul 
speaks of 
“all 
scriptures” (the Old Testament) “giv­ 
en by the inspiration of God,” and 
the author of the book of Hebrews re 
fers to God as “having of old time 
spoken unto the fathers in the proph­ 
ets.” 
Christ, being divine as well as 
human, spoke as God, and the Holy 
Spirit revealed unto the apostles what 
they have written in their epistles. 
To deny this claim is to cast reflection 
upon the truthfulness of the Biblical 
writers themselves. 
Moreover, this 
claim to 
inspiration has been con­ 
clusively 
proved 
by every test of 
faith and of reason. 
Because God 
spoke to men through men it is no 
less the voice of God that speaks in 
Ills word, and it should be accepted 
and o)>eyed, because it is the infalli­ 
ble word of God. 
1. The fulfillment of prophecy sos 
tains the Biblical claim to inspira­ 
tion. 
The New Testament repeatedly 
calls attention to the fulfillment of 
Old Testament prophecy, and in the 
history of the Christian centuries we 
see the prophecies of the New Testa­ 
ment fulfilled. 
But God only could 
-know what would transpire hundreds 
of years before the event, and Ile 
alone could reveal these events to 
man. 
2. The unity of the Bible snbstan 
Hates its claim to inspiration. 
The 
Bible consists of sixty six books, writ­ 
ten by men of various'professions and 
positions, extending over a period of 
2,500 years. 
Vet 
it 
is essentially 
one book. 
The directing influence of 
one mind is apparent from Genesis to 
Revelation. 
But that one mind could 
not have been human 
It must have 
been divine, and it was the mind of 
God. 
3. The Bible has stood the test of 
centuries of criticism. 
No other book 
lias laid so many powerful enemies 
No other book has ever been so sen 
on sly attacked. Emperors, kings, at he 
isis. philosophers, skeptics, have as­ 
sagai it with the desire of destroying 
it, but every attack upon it bas only 
increased its popularity.* No merely 
human book could ever have withstood 
the assaults that have been made upon 
the Bible, and lienee the fact that the 
Bible has withstood these attacks is 
proof that it is more than human -in 
other words, divine. 
4. The Bible meets all the needs of 
the human heart. It is universal in it- 
application. 
It finds a response in 
every laud and under every clime, 
r 
is reasonable to suppose that a divine 
revelation would be suitable to all 
men, and since the Bible is of such a 
character and is the one book in the 
world that is we may accept it, as I 
claims to be, the inspired word of God

Has Gained Such Force With t i e 
Recent Training of Soldiers in the 
Way of Modern Arms That the Gov­ 
ernment Is Now Facing Open Mu­ 
tiny in All Leading Provinces. 


Shanghai, Oct. 13.—Wuchang, Han­ 
yang and the arsenal and powder fac­ 
tory at Hankow are in the hands of 
the revolutionists. 
The railway is 
held by 2,(WO men. 
It is reported that 
th e bridges of the Pekin 
Hr* \ 
kow railway ha e been destroyed. T.; 
loyal gunboats iii the Yangtso h 
been fired upon and in turn bomb . I 
ed Wuchang. 


Pekin, Oct. 13—The indications as 
the rebellion gains in force are that 
the governm ent is confronted by the 
most formidable danger since the Tai 
ping rebellion. A message may arrive 
at any moment of a sym pathetic out­ 
break at Canton, where the agitation 
has long been simmering. 
Families 
are m aking their exodus from Hong­ 
kong. 
There is also danger of mutiny 
at Nanking, where the Twelfth divi­ 
sion has given signs of disaffection. 
There is also unrest at Anhui and 
Changsha. 
In view of the fact that the Nupah 
section is policed by a battalion of the 
sam e troops whose comrades joined 
the revolutionary movement, mutiny 
there seems likely. 
Even the best 
division is notoriously lacking in am ­ 
munition. 
Thus the fall of China’s 
arsenal at Hanyang is of grave ira 
portance. 
The Tacking government bank ha- 
learned with dismay that the min: 
with 2,000,000 taels of government s I- 
ver, has been captured. 
From Hail 
yang it is learned that the present suc­ 
cess of the rebels does not encourage 
the Szechuen rebels. 
The revolution 
aries are confident that they will I 
able to induce the Honan troops to 
Join them. 
The report of the death et 
General Chang Piao is false. The gen­ 
eral escaped and joined the viceroy, 
who took refuge aboard a gunboat. 
Colonel Torai.shi, the instructor of tin 
W uchang m ilitary academy, and other 
Japanese left Wuchang safely. 
It is 
reported that government buildings in 
W uchang have been destroyed. 
China is learning the folly of sta, 
tloning troops in the province of their 
birth. 
Yin Chang, minister of war in Man­ 
chu, has been order by imperial edict 
to take two northern divisions to Han 
kow in order to suppress the rebellion 
If he starts at once he can reach H an­ 
kow' in tw'o weeks, assuming that tho 
railway communication Is not inter­ 
rupted.
